The loving daughter, pure and conse- 
crated wife, and sincere friend, who with 
tender faithfulness diboharged the duties 
of life, has reached her journeys end.

ever witnessed greater fortitude, more 
perfect 
smiling 
courage 
than

part again from these she loves.

Yesterday Henry Brown was released 
from jail, having served a sentence for 
drunkenness. 
The first thing the fellow 
did was to steal a goose from a grocery 
store. 
Marshal Meyer notified his men 
to arrest Brown, but before he was seen, 
Dr. W. T. Ferguson missed a valuable 
robe from his buggy. 


It was an easy matter to divine that 
Brown stole the carriage wrap, and 
Deputy Sheriff Wilkinson arrested the 
rascal at Beidmiller's saloon, on South 
Broadway. 


It was only after a desperate struggle, 
during which Brown was knocked sense- 
less, that Mr. Wilkinson succeeded in 
landing his man in jail. 


This morning he was arraigned before 
Judge O'Bonrke and pleaded so vigor- 
ously for mercy that Judge O'Bourke 
let him off with a sentence of two years 
in the penitentiary. 
Brown's eyes are 
black and his face is bruised so badly 
that it will take him some time to re- 
cover from Mr. Wilkinson's beating. 


The fellow has served eight of the last 
ten years of his life in prison, this being 
his sixth term from Fort Wayne.

TAKEYOÜR CHOICE. 


Rumors That the Pittsburg and Fort 
Wayne Boad Men Seek In- 
creased Wages—A Wa- 
bash Demand. 


Speaking of an anticipated strike on 
the Pennsylvania railroad system, a dis- 
patch from Cleveland says that in the 
meantime the brakemen on the Cleve- 
land 
and Pittsburg, Pittsburg, Fort 
Wayne and Chicago, Pan-Handle. Ash- 
tabula and Pittsburg, Alliance, Niles 
and Ashtabula, and the northwestern 
Ohio railroads, the latter running be- 
tween Toledo and Mansfield, all divis- 
ions of the Pennsylvania company, were 
agitating an increase in pay. 
These 
men numbering, it is said, about five or 
six thousand, were being paid at the rate 
of from 81.60 to 81.80 per day. 
Dele- 
gates representing these employes are 
said to have met at Pittsburg last week 
in secret session. 
To-morrow the men 
will formally present these demands to 
the managers of the company. 
The 
meeting will be held in the Chicago offi- 
ces of the Pennsylvania company, and 
Manager McCrea, President ^ b e r t s and 
other officials will bo present. 


A telegram from Pittsburg has anoth- 
er version of the situation, and Mr. Mc- 
Crea says no committee has arranged to 
meet him to-morrow. 
The railroaders 
also deny the report, except as to the 
Cleveland and Pittsburg men. 
There is 
some dissatisfaction among the latter 
over the double-header system, and a 
paper asking its discontinuance has been 
extensively signed. 
About300 yardmen 
along the line of the Fort Wayne road, 
it is said, have asked for a ten per cent, 
advance, to take effect January 1. 


SUll another telegram from Toledo 
reads: "Never venture, never win. 
The 
loeal engineers and firemen on the Wa- 
bash recently sent a delegation from here 
to Chicago, where Gen. McNulta was 
met and asked to increase the pay in 
both 
branches. 
The advance

will be granted on and after Januarv 
1."

CASI'AII SriE^, a wealthy New York 
merchant, is an uncle of August Spies, 
the anarchist editor who perished by 
ihe rope in Chicago. 
Speaking to a 
New York reporter about his nephew, 
IMr. Spies said: "August was always 
bright, and early showed considerable 
talent. 
He was an enthusiastic advo- 
cate of socialistic schemes. Ou his last 
visit to this house in February we had 
a talk after supper. 
He was very en- 
thusiastic. 
I advised him to exercise 
caution, and not to mingle with the 
agitators of the kind of Most and 
others. 
He replied: 'Uncle, if you 
knew how the people slave in the mines 
of Pennsylvania you would think dif- 
ferently. Working for starvation wages, 
and at the mercy of the company, they 
are worse than slaves.' I told him that 
he might jeopardize his safety by going 
too far, to which he replied with some 
excitement: 'I would willingly die in 
the cause of the working people.'

was misguided, but his words were al- 
most a prophecyl 
He was very excit- 
able, quick and nervous, generous to a 
fault, willing to share his last penny 
with his friends, the working people. 
He would have made his mark had his 
energies been directed differently. He 
was too much occupied with his ideas 
to think of love affairs, and then his 
close relation to us would naturally be 
barrier which he, with his ideas of 
strict right, would not 
ignore.

Herr Most had not come to this coun- 
try," continued Mr. Spies, "August 
would have been alive to-day.

"Mr. Mayor," he said, in his rich 
voice, "when I was informed that an 
appointment had been made for me to 
address the people of this city I accept- 
ed it with pleasure. 
I pictured to my- 
self a teeming city, its buildings a 
triumph of architectural art, its streets 
busy 
bazaars 
thronged 
with well- 
dressed ladies and gentlemen. 
I saw 
in fancy its libraries, seats of learning, 
its galleries of scripture and painting. 
I thought of its many industries and its 
commercial greatness, and withal of 
the refined courtesy of its Mayor and

FMto About Eel^ 


Einsr since the time of the era^ 
fioznan Emperor who fatted the eels in 
his tanks npon the bodies of his daves, 
some people have had a prejadioe 
against those fish, calling them snakes 
in disguise. 
But eels are true fish and 
breathe b j gills; but the openings 
leading to the gills are very different 
in different species, and would take too 
mnch space to describe here. 
They 
have scales, too; but these are veiy 
minute, and only discoverable when the 
skin is dried. 


Excellent and nutritious when they 
have clean food, it must be confessed 
that eels are unclean feeders, if they 
have the chance, and those caught 
about city wharves are the worst. 


Pliny gives most curious details in 
regard to the artificial ponds in which 
the ancient Komans kept the lamprey 
eels of which they were so fon^ 
Lucnllus had a pond containing so 
many that at his death the fish they 
contained sold 
for what would be 
equivalent to $200,000 of our money. 
Favorite lampreys were kept as pets, 
coming at call to be fed, and adorned 
with jeweled rings. 


In the Middle Ages and afterward 
these eels were kej^t in ponds and 
tanks by the monks and nobles, and 
used at great feasts, curiously stewed 
with all sorts of condiments. 
Henry L, 
of England, died of a surfeit of eels, 
the meat being very rich and diflScult 
of digestion for many people. 


Of all i,he eels, the sea conger is the 
largest and most formidable, except, 
perhaps, the great sea eel of the East 
Indies, 
Our conger is often five or six 
feet long and as thick as a man's leg. 
Such an eel as that creates a great 
commotion when hauled into a fishing 
skiff where there is not much room. 


Eels command a high price in most 
markets, and, consequently, are caught 
by a variety of methoda 
Bobbing is 
done at night, when eels are most 
active, and is effected by stringing 
worms, by means of a needle and 
thread, so as to make great loops or 
bunches, at the end of a pole or line. 
The eels attack the worms, and their 
teeth becoming entangled in the thread, 
they are jerked into a boat before they 
they can get away. 


Eel 
pots 
are used 
extensively. 
Usually a barrel is taken, baited with 
fish heads or other oftal, and sunk by a 
weight of stones. 
In the head is a 
hole and a eone of osiers, or even a 
yarn stocking with the foot cut off and 
nailed to the entrance by the upper 
part. 
The greed}' eel goes in and then 
cannot get out. Huncireds are often 
caught in one pot in a single night. 


Eels are speuved, especially on the 
mud flats of the New Jersey and Long 
Island coasts, by «lay and by night. 
In the autumn, when the eels go into 
the mud, the fisherman wudes along at 
low tide :ind when he sees a little 
breathing hole in the mad thrusts down 
his niany-tined si)ear and generally 
draws fortli his wriggling prey. 


In summer they go over the same 
flats at night, with a torch over the 
bow of a skili, and spear the eels on i 
the bottom. 
These seem to be at- 
tracted and confused by the light. 
— Golden Dans.

Ancient Americans. 


Prot F. W. Putnam, curator of Pea- 
body museum at Cambridge, Mass., and 
perhaps the most distinguished archreo- 
legist in America, lectured before thi 
Western Keserve Historical Society, 
says the Cleveland Herald, 
on the 
monnds tmd the mound-builders oJ 
Ohia 


"There were," said the speaker, "foui 
great antique races on this continent, 
or the people, if of one race, show p 
greater diversity than any other on 
earth. 
For instance, we found in one 
mound in Ohio fifteen hundred skele- 
tons, and these were of various sizes 
and differed in their characteristics. 
The four great races can be resolved 
into two—the long-headed people and 
the people with short and broad heads. 
There is evidence that the long-headed 
people come from Northern Asia, and 
crossing Behring Strait, continued theii 
way 
downward 
as far 
as 
Cali- 
fornia. 
Then they crossed to the great 
lakes, went down the St. Lawrence, 
made their ^vay along the Atlantic 
coast as far south as North Carolina, 
and spread themselves into Ohio and 
Pennsylvania. 
There is evidence that 
they resembled the i^eople of Northern 
Asia in face and form. The short- 
headed people had the characteristics 
of the people of Southern Asia, and re- 
sembled the Malay race. The first 
traces of them we find in Peru and 
Central America. 
From there they 
worked toward the north into Mexico, 
New Mexico, Arizona, and following 
the rivers which empty into the Gull 
of Mexico, notably the Mississippi, they 
mingled at last with the long-headed 
people in Tennessee and Ohio and were 
finally absorbed by them. 
The Indian 
is a descendant of those two races. " 
The speaker then went on to describe 
the mounds built by these people. He 
told how the former method of digging 
a hole in the center of the mound, 
which was first practiced by explorers, 
has been abandoned for a more exhaus- 
tive method of research. 
Prof. Putnam 
does not excavate the moimds, but 
slices them off in perpendicular sec- 
tions until the whole mound has been 
laid open to inspection. He described 
at lengfth the use of the mounds for 
burial, and said there were many ways 
in which the bodies were prepared for 
interment. 
Sometimes they were cre- 
mated and sometimes simply laid in 
the ground ; sometimes a rough stone 
tomb surrounded the bodies, sometimes 
a sort of log-house work of timber. 


Poetic Justice. -
